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Daniel Wood Jr. (1824 - 1895) 


Son of Daniel Wood & Janette Lowden 
Wife, Catherine McReavy (m. 1875) 





In 1824, Daniel Wood, known as 


"Dan", was born on the 29" of January, in 
Portsmouth, in the County of Cheshire, 
England. Daniel was born to Daniel Wood 
(English), and his Jeanette Lowden (Scottish). 


The most likely reason that Daniel was born in 
Portsmouth, was due to the fact that his father 
was in the military. Portsmouth was vital in 
the Napoleonic Wars in France, Portugal, and 
Spain. Young Daniel's siblings were all born 
in their ancestral home of Ashton Under-Lyne, 
in the county of Lancashire, England. 





His father, Daniel Sr., was born in Ashton Under Lyne, and the Wood 
family may have very deep roots in this ancient town. Most English 
families tended to stay in one area of the Country. 


We have Daniel's christening date, 11 Feb 1824, at the St. Thomas 
Cathedral in Portsmouth. 


In the 1841 English Census, Daniel (age 16) worked in a cotton mill” as 
a “piecer”, which meant pieced together any threads which broke. The 
family was living at 65 Warrington Street, in Ashton under Lyne, 
Lancashire, England 


At some point, before the 1851 Census, young Daniel left England and 
made his life in Utah. We have records of Daniel being in the Utah 
Territorial Army during the early 1850s. In 1859, Daniel was a defendant 
in a lawsuit brought against him, which was in a Salt Lake City Court. In 
that same year, Daniel puts an advertisement in the Deseret News for 
his General Merchandise store in Ogden. 


(Documents, Records, Photos, etc. can be found in the Appendix) 


To our great luck, in Daniel’s “Death Notice”, it was mentioned that 
Daniel “was well Known in Ogden & Park City”. These clues has helped 
discover much more of Daniel's life. 


In the 1860s, Daniel is living in Ogden. He opens a business to sell 
local, and not so local, residence all their dry goods, so they don't have 
to travel to Great Salt Lake City. 


In 1872 Daniel received his Citizenship. 


In 1874 he had severe problems with his drinking too much liquor. 
Daniel sells out his stock of good and closes his store. 


It was at this low point that, in 1874/1875, Daniel met and married 
Katherine Fraizer. Born Katherine McReavy, Katherine had been married 
prior, and had four children when she married Daniel. 


They were married in Salt Lake City, and | must assume they were living 
there as well. The 1874 Salt Lake City Directory, Daniel had a store in 
town. 


Together, Daniel & Katherine had one child, his name would Winfield 
ocott Wood. When married, Daniel would have been 51 years old. And I 
can't help but think he was married before ... 


A few years later, in 1874, Daniel would reopen his store in Ogden. Not 
selling liquor anymore, he sold fresh candy, nuts, fruit, cigars, tobacco, 
and toys. 


In the ensuing years, Daniel would leave Ogden, and open a store in 
Park City. Daniel seemed to run a store for a few years, then quit and try 
something else where. Daniel was in Park City, between the advertising 
years of 1888 to 1895, Daniel sold "Pure home-made candy’, a complete 
line of all kinds of fresh bread, cakes, and pastries. The 1891 SLC 
directory tells us that he had a store in Salt Lake City. How long he had 
it before going back to Park City, we don't know. 


Then, in February of 1895, Daniel published a notice in the Park Record 
paper (Park City) paper, stating that he “... closed out his stock, and was 
thinking about moving out of state, perhaps Wyoming. "When one reads 
his business Ads placed in the local newspaper, you can tell he was a 
character, and no wonder, his death notice mentioned how he was well 
known in Ogden & Park City. 


The next thing we know, Daniel did move out of state. Whether he made 
it to Rock Springs Wyoming, it's not known, but he died in Glen Springs 
Colorado. 


DANIEL WOOD' TIMELINE 

1824, Born in Portsmouth, England. 

1850 - Possible marriage in Aston Under-Lyne (still researching)

1874 — Criminal Court Case in Ogden / Closes store in Ogden. 


1874 — Has a store in Salt Lake City, 
but sometime that year reopens his store in Ogden. 


1875 - Marries Catherine (McReavy) Fraizer, in Salt Lake City. 
1876 - Son, Winfield Scott Wood, is born in Salt Lake City. 
1884 - Reopens a general merchandise store in Ogden. 

1888 - Sells fresh candy, pastry in Park City. 

1891 — Has a grocery store in Salt Lake City 


1895 - Reopens store in Park City, and four months after last Ad, 
Daniel dies in Glenwood Springs, Colorado. 


1869 -- Ogden Utah & the Railroad Life 





In early 1869, prior to the completion of the transcontinental railroad, 
Mormon Church leaders began working on the organization of a 
connecting railroad between Ogden and Salt Lake City. In January 1870 
that line was completed, connecting Salt Lake City to the national rail 
system. 


As the transcontinental railroad approached completion in northern Utah, 
a small group of non-Mormon merchants and some retired army officers 
got together and decided that it would be a great idea to seitle a little 
town near the rail lines. 


| would like to think that Daniel was one of the workers in the photo 
above. He was certainly in that small group of merchants who took 
advantage of the new transcontinental railroad. 


OGDEN, a Town of the Wild West... 


The moment that the Golden Spike marked the completion of the 
Transcontinental Railroad in 1869, Ogden, Utah saw its first boom in 
economy. Being the closest city to Promontory Summit, a once small and 
humble Ogden quickly became a major hub and shipping center for nine 
different rail systems. The influx of passengers into the city, combined 
with the economic surge from rail-based business, led to Ogden 
becoming a quintessential Wild, Wild West railroad town. 


Daniel, has already been in Ogden for 10 years, and now can cash in on 
the huge opportunity that Ogden had to offer. The Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific railroads were to meet here in the City of Ogden (thus 
the descriptive name of “Junction City’). The number of people going 
through, on a daily basis, was staggering. 


Electric Alley (a street that no longer exists in Ogden) was full of lonely 
miners and railroad workers wanting to blow their pay on liquor, women 
and opium. Shootouts were common, and the street was run by a local 
Madame who supplied the men with prostitutes. 


Doing business in Ogden, since 1859, when the Ogden Junction 
newspaper began in 1870, Daniel would put nearly all his Ads in that 
paper. The Ogden Junction came out twice a week. I’ve put actual 
copies of his business Ads in the Appendix. 


Daniel had first set up shop in front of the Ogden House, which was a 
hotel operated by his friend, John Mahon. Later, Daniel's store was on 
Main street, 4'^ street, then on 5'" street. (Those streets have long been 
changed to 24'^ & 25'^ street). 
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In 1859, Daniel, using the catchy name of “Dandy Dan’, placed an Ad in 
the Deseret New telling folks in Ogden, and the surrounding valley, that 
he was selling all that they needed, and they should *. . . abandon the 
practice of driving their teams in double quick time to Salt Lake City, 
while they have to encounter the burning sands and scorching rays of 
the sun, when they might have a pleasant evening's ride to their own 
enterprising city, and inhale its mountain air without a heated breath 
from sand or sun. So come along one and all ! You will at all times find 
"Dandy Dan" at his ‘post, as polite as a French Dancing Master. " 


In Ogden, Daniel sold coffee, sugar & tea, soap, raisins, candies, 
candles, Inigo & Madder, alum, rosin, copperas, glass, brass kettles, 
spades, shovels, hoes, pitch forks etc... 


With the railroad coming by 1870, and the beginning of the Ogden 
newspaper, we see Daniel's advertisements begin more regularly. In the 
Ads of the 1870s, Daniel advertised -- liquor, imported fruits from 
California, nuts, soap, etc., and Japanese tea. 
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Interestingly, from 1859, Daniel was using “Dandy Dan’, “Dan”, and “Dan 
Wood” in his advertisements, then in the Spring of 1871, the Ads would 
read "Daniel", and "Daniel Wood" from then on. 


In Park City, between the advertising years of 1888 to 1895, Daniel sold 
"Pure home-made candy’, a complete line of all kinds of fresh bread, 
cakes, and pastries. 


It was in February of 1895, Daniel published a notice in the Park Record 
(Park City) paper, stating that he “... closed out his stock, and was 
thinking about moving out of state, perhaps Wyoming." 


The next thing we know, Daniel did die out of state. Whether he made it 
to Wyoming we don't know, but he died in Glen Springs, Colorado.

The Ogden Junction, Feb 4th 1874 


Another Man Shot. 


About 10:30 p.m. last Thursday night the watchman, W. Henry Clark, 
was shot in the breast by Daniel Wood, a well-known dealer in wines and 
liquors of this city. 


The particulars are these: Mr. J. S. Lewis, the jeweller, occupies 
premises adjacent to D. Wood's store, being separated by a staircase 
leading to rooms above; those on the south side being used as 
bedrooms by a part of Mr. Lewis' family, and, until recently, one on the 
north side by D. Wood. The latter's furniture and effects were, however, 
purchased by Mr. Lewis, and Wood's occupation of the premises ceased. 
Last evening Mr. Wood made a request of Mrs. Lewis for the privilege of 
sleeping in her kitchen, which she peremptorily refused, when she 
declared he would "shoot." 


Immediately after this, Wood went to Mr. Bossel's and asked for the loan 
of a pistol, which Mr. Bossel had lent him on several occasions, as he 
wanted it for protection in his store. Mr. Bossel declined lending the 
pistol any more and Wood subsequently purchased the weapon, a 
second-hand revolver, loaded, for $9. Wood then wished to purchase a 
double-barreled shotgun, ostensibly to keep in his room at the back of 
the store, and bought one from Mr. Brossel for $16, after enquiring 
whether it would burst, and receiving the assurance that the barrels had 
been tested. He requested for Mr. Bossel to load it, and he did so, 
putting seven buck-shot into each barrel. 


About 10 o'clock Mr. Lewis returned home from his lodge-room, and 
after retiring to bed, was entered by his wife to see if there was 
somebody upstairs. He paid to attention to this at first, but Mrs. Lewis 
insisted that she heard someone open the front staircase door, and 


make a noise in the upper part of the building, and she believed it was 
Mr. Wood. 


Mr. Lewis then started to go upstairs, but on second thought went after a 
policeman to assist him. The night watchman, Mr. Clark was found at 
Cook's saloon, and accompanied Mr. Lewis to the stairway, and was 
about passing up, when a voice from above cried "halt! and immediately 
a gun was fired, at least three shots entering Mr. Clark's breast. They 
both retired, Mr. Lewis shouting "murder!" when Mr. Child, the 
policeman, came on 


The scene and Clark returned with him to make an arrest. Others 
gathered by this time and Wood, who was found on the stairway with the 
gun cocked, ready to discharge the other barrel, was commanded to 
surrender. He replied "you want to kill me." Upon receiving the 
assurance that if he gave up he would be protected, he came 
downstairs; Clark seized the gun and threw it into the road, and Wood 
was taken to the lock-up. 


Mr. Clark, who now begun to yield to the effects of his wounds, was 
conveyed home, and DH T. E. Brown sent for, who succeeded in 
extracting one shot and finding another lodged in the breast, and probed 
for the third, which he was unable to extract, as the patient was growing 
weak, but he penetrated the wound to the depth of nearly two inches. 
This wound is the most dangerous of the three, it is not considered 
mortal, but a little time must elapse before any reliable decision can be 
pronounced. 


Mr. Clark's bravery, and determination is persisting to help make the 
arrest, cannot be too highly commended. No reflections can be cast 
upon Mr. Bossel, who merely supplied a customer with goods he had for 
sale. 


It is well known that Mr. Wood has suffered multiple times from the 
baneful effects of over-indulgence of intoxicating drinks, but it appears 
that he had ceased drinking for several days, and it is possible that the 
sudden cessation from the habit had the effect of unsettling his mental 
balance. It is a lamentable affair, and will be duly investigated when the 
condition of the wounded man is better understood.

The Shooting Case. 


At 2 p.m. Yesterday afternoon, the case of People vs. Daniel Wood, was 
resumed in Justice Middletons's Court. Mr. N. Tanner, Jr., for the 
defense, admitted the shooting alleged, but denied the responsibility of 
the defendant. He had been in the habit of drinking heavily, and suffered 
from delirium treatments. It would have shown that a few days previous 
to the shooting, Mr. Wood had made up his mind to abstain totally from 
intoxicating drink, and had commenced to carry his resolution into effect. 
The sudden breaking off of a strong habit had produced derangement of 
his mind. He has become impressed with the idea that he had offended 
some person, and that there were parties who intended to take his life. 


Under this impression he had left the town and hid away in the cold, out 
in the hills, only the night before. It was under this impression also that 
he purchased a gun, for the purpose of self-defense. He imagined, after 
studying the matter over in his store, that if he placed himself at the top 
of the stairs it would be the best position to defend himself. When Mr. 
Wood found whom he had shot, he showed sorrow for the act. Mr. 
Tanner then called upon G. W. Lashus, Foreman of the locomotive shop 
at the depot, who deposed that he was near Wood's store on Main Street 
on the 29th ult., about 6 p.m.,ora little after, and saw him make a rush 
from the back to the front part of the store, and then rush back again. He 
seemed to be in fear of something, and acted as If he were not in his 
right mind. Had never seen him act in this way before. He acted as 
though he wanted to jump to the ceiling. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Sprunt said Mr. Wood had stayed at her house, being 
brought there by her husband, for a few nights. On Tuesday 27th ult., 
heard him say that if the lord would help him he would never take any 
more liquor, if he got over this. He referred to the effects of drinking. He 
was troubled because he thought everybody looked down upon him. He 
was at her house on Wednesday, the 28th ult. He went out and was 
gone some time. When he came back she asked him where he had been, 
and he said he had been borrowing a pistol, because somebody was 
after him. He laid it down, but looked at it several times. He went to bed, 
but got up again. He got up again after James came home, and went out 
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through the snow. He did not return till the next day; did not say where 
he had been. He looked blue; did not eat anything, but drank some tea. 


John Smith, of Hooper. Had known the defendant nearly three years. 
Had slept with him seven or eight nights in succession. The last night he 
Slept on the floor and Wood took the bed, and acted so strangely that he 
would not sleep with him anymore. He said there was somebody there 
who wanted to kill them. He looked about in this way several times. 
James Sprunt testified that on Wednesday night 28th of January, he 
went to Wood's store and got his horse to go on a dance. When he 
returned , Wood was in his bed. He let the witness in, and complained 
he could not sleep, his head was so bad. They both retired. In about five 
minutes Wood started up, crying “Oh, God, my head; it will burst. It’s 
that whiskey. | hope to god the next glass will kill me.” Wood got up and 
dressed himself and did not return that night. 


W. R. Reynolds, miller at Peery's mill. Went to the mill about 6 o'clock 
on Thursday morning, met Wood near Mr. Fife's residence, coming from 
the north. Spoke to him; Wood did not recognize the witness at first. Did 
not notice anything unusual in Wood's appearance. 


James Horrocks said that on thursday Jan. 29th, he was passing along 
Main Street and saw Mr. Wood leaning against his door-post. Noticed 
something unusual in his countenance. Said "Daniel has got one of his 
crazy spells." Had known him for several years, and noticed when he 
was on a drunken spell that his eyes projected and he had a wild look. 


Robert Wilson Corroborated the testimony of the previous witness. Had 
seen Wood under various circumstances. When he was sober he was a 
good citizen. 


Dr. T. E. Brown testified for the defence. Was a physician and surgeon. 
Graduated at Richmond, VA. Had a diploma. Was acquired with the 
defendant. Had treated him, professionally, several times. He was in 
each case suffering from delirium tremens -- acute poisoning by alcohol. 
The last time he treated him was about the 22nd of January last. He 
found Wood, when he arose in the morning, in his office, looking very 
wild and vacant; complained of wanting to sleep, and pain in the head; 
asked for some of the same medicine as he had taken before. Went with 
Wood to his room. Defendant wanted him to take his money, which he 
declined, but gave him hydrate id chloral, and locked him in his room as

he was afraid someone was going to hurt him. The doctor then explained 
that delirium tremens acted upon the liver and the brain upon the mind 
producing fear, etc. On one occasion Wood grabbed the witness by the 
collar, said he had been poisoned with arsenic; his eyes were glazing, 
and he wanted to make his will. Witness could not persuade him to the 
contrary, but gave him some chloral and put him to sleep, which cured 
him for the time. 


Wood had, to the doctors knowledge, been under the influence of 
delirium tremens at least four times. The hallucinations were generally 
greater in the night, but existed also in the day time. Witness had 
examined the defendant two days after the shooting, and also prior to it, 
and regarded the defendant as being under the influence of delirium 
prior to the shooting on the 22nd ult., and still under its effects, though 
recovering, after the shooting. Defendant had also been constipated for 
some time. 


James Surles, barber, saw Mr. Wood on Tuesday morning, 27th ult.; 
came to get a shave. Seemed very nervous and excited; just as he was 
finishing shaving him, Wood jumped up and said “G--d-- it there they 
are!” pointing to the corner of the room. Witness persuaded him to sit 
down, but Wood swore “they were after him.” No one was in the store 
but the witness and Wood. he saw that Wood was under the influence of 
delirium tremens. 


Dr. C. S. Nellis, surgeon and physician, graduated from Cleveland, Ohio. 
had a diploma. Had treated persons for delirium tremens. The disease 
was caused by alcohol; it affected the nervous system. Patients 
imagined all kinds of things. Sudden abstinence from the habit of 
drinking would produce this disease. Had never treated the defendant. 


Considerable discussion here took place between opposing counsel in 
regard to questions put by Mr. Tanner. Finally the doctor gave his 
opinion in answer to a question, that having heard the testimony of Dr. 
Brown, he should judge that the mind of the defendant was unsound at 
the time of the offense alleged against him. 


Dr. Nellis also explained the treatment for delirium tremens, the object 
being to allay excitement, promote sleep and restore the nervous powers 
of the patient. 
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J. P. Williams, miller, knew the defendant. Saw him opposite the 
witness’ house, near Farr's mills, about half past six o'clock in the 
morning previous to the shooting. He was going south. Spoke to him and 
he replied. Saw nothing unusual in his appearance. 


W. H. Moulding, butcher. --Saw the defendant on the morning before the 
affray. He asked the witness what folks were saying about him, and 
looked vacant. Witness though from his appearance that Wood was 
suffering from the effects of delirium tremens. 


W. D. Sprunt -- Related the circumstances of taking charge of Mr. 
Wood's store, on condition that Wood would quit drinking. Described the 
defendant's excessive indulgence in liquor and its effects upon him. Was 
present when Dr. Woodworth gave Wood some pills for delirium tremens, 
saying the medicine would "clear them out before the morning." 


The beginning of last week went to the “Mushrat;” when he had returned 
and heard that Wood had left his house in the night. The day after the 
arrest asked Wood why he did so. Wood told him that he imagined Mrs. 
oprunt and Jas. wanted to kill him, also that the Wilson boys were after 
him. He could not overcome the idea, and went to Beardsley's Hotel to 
get a bed, then changed his mind and walked away out above the 
woolen factory and lay down in the snow. Walked back early in the 
morning and met a man, whom he at first took to be a boy, and 
subsequently met the miller and others. 


Mr. Richards then arose and said, a great deal of discretion was vested 
in the prosecuting officer. It was not demanded of him to press for a 
conviction, when the public good did not require it. But as the legal 
advisor of the court it became his duty to show the requirements of the 
law. 


He then quoted from Bishop to show the duty of prosecuting officers, 
and from Bouvier to define insanity, and to explain that when a person 
was under the influence of delirium tremens he was not responsible for 
his acts, though he was legally responsible for his acts while intoxicated. 
He was satisfied from the evidence produced, that the defendant had 
been and was suffering from this disease, and therefore would move 
from his discharge. If the prisoner were committed for trial he would 
doubtless be released under bonds, and would then be in a position to 
go round at large and murder somebody. It was evident that he was not 
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responsible for his acts, and should be put under proper restraint. It was 
for this reason, therefore. That he asked for the discharge of the 
defendant, that he might be taken charge of by proper authorities as an 
insane person and be prevented from doing further mischief. 


Mr. Tanner made some remarks, honoring the judgement of the 
prosecuting attorney, and cited Wharton sustaining the same position. 


The court said the defendant was charged with assault with intent to 
commit murder. No intent or malice of the prisoner bad appeared in the 
evidence. But it had been clearly shown that he was under the effects of 
delirium tremens, and was not responsible for his acts. The court would 
therefore sustain the motion of the prosecuting attorney and discharge 
the prisoner, recommending that immediate steps be taken to place him 
under proper restraint. The decision appeared to give general 
satisfaction. Mr. Wood left the court in charge of an officer.

Last evening Mr. Daniel Wood, who has in part recovered from the 
derangement of mind which he has been subject, was placed by the 
selectmen of this county, in care of Mr. John L. Child, of Riverdale. Mr 
Wood will have an apartment in Mr. Child’s house, and such medical 
treatment as his case demands. The custody of in-same persons is 
delegated by law to the selectmen of the various counties.

Crazy Again. -- Daniel Wood is in trouble again. Ever since “the 
glorious Fourth" he has been on a tear, and as a consequence his old 
enemies, the makes. And imaginary shooters have been after him. He 
started off last Monday, and after scaring many quiet people in different 
places, hauled up last night at Mr. John Bitten's house, West Weber. Mr. 
Bitten was in Ogden, and Dan got into the house and shut himself in a 
room, declaring there was somebody after him to kill him, and he would 
shoot and stab anyone who attempted to come near him. A number of 
men surrounded the house, and after considerable trouble secured him. 
Messrs. Thos. Etherington and Jas. McFarlane brought him to Ogden, 
and delivered him over to deputy sheriff W. Hen. Clark. The county will 
have to take care of the unfortunate man again as an insane person.

At about 11 o'clock last night a man named Daniel Wood, who is 
employed at Sells’ lumber yard, left McLaughlin's saloon, on West 
Temple Street, and started for home The barkeeper noticed that soon 
after Wood's departure, three other men who had been drinking at the 
saloon, also left. 


A short distance from the Valley House corner Wood was set upon 
by three men. One of whom hit him over the head with a sandbag. The 
scuffle attracted the attention of several persons who were near by, and 
at their approach the ruffians fled. Nightwatchman Burgess was soon at 
the scene, and the police were notified, but the men could not be found, 
although Wood says he would be able to identify them. He had some 
money on his person at the time, which was taken by the fellows, but the 
amount could not be learned, as their victim had been drinking freely 
and could not say what money he had.

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ANCESTRAL HOME OF OUR WOOD FAMILY 
Ashton under Lyne, Lancashire, England 


Ashton under Lyne is in the Greater Manchester area, and seems to be 
the ancestral home of the Wood & Greenhalgh families. 


Our roots in Aston Under-lyne goes back to the 12'^ century. Thomas 
Greenhalgh (b.1558) married Alice Holt, who was the granddaughter of 
Dorothy Ashton, of the ancient & distinguished Ashton Family. 


The Ashton's derived their surname from the town of Ashton-under-Lyne, 
where, according to the Heralds of former times, they were seated 
shortly after the Norman Conquest. 


By sheer coincidence, Our Wood family has firm roots in the 18' century 
town of Asheton Under-lyne. As far as we know, all but one of Daniel 
and Jeanette's children are to stay in the County of Lancashire, and in 
particular Asheton Under-lyne. That one exception is our ancestor, 
Daniel Jr.. How and when younger Daniel goes to America is unknown at 
this time, but will be addressed in his history. 


The following maps show the area of England that is Lancashire. In 
particular, the blue arrow shows the town of Ashton Under-lyne. 
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(From a Sketch by Mr. William Moss, of Bolton.) 





In 1836, Catherine McReavy was living in Cockermouth, Cumberland 
when the worldwide cholera epidemic made deadly passes through 
England and Wales. 
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During the mid-19th century, England suffered through two major 
outbreaks of cholera that killed more than 100,000 people. 
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As the cause of cholera slowly became apparent, the medical 
profession changed its focus from diagnosis to prevention.

Public bathhouses like the one built in Maidstone in 1852 were a 
reaction to the cholera outbreaks. 
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Between 1829 and 1851, cholera carved a deadly path around the world, 
and England would not be spared. The cholera outbreak of 1832 in 
London claimed the lives of 55,000 people. England and Wales would 
suffer another 52,000 cholera deaths in the outbreak that began in 1848. 
The shock of the deadly pandemic forced London's leaders to address 
the city's sanitation problems. A Board of Health was established in 
1832, and the Metropolitan Sewers Commission was created in 1848 to 
oversee the connection of houses to a sewer system. The medical 
profession also focused on solving the cholera problem. Dr. John Snow, 
who authored an 1855 book on cholera, made this observation in 1849, 
"Many of the earlier cases this year occurred in persons employed 
amongst the shipping in the river, and the earliest cases in Wandswroth 
and Battersea have generally been amongst persons getting water direct 
from the Thames."

The name Nauvoo Legion was revived in Utah and applied to the 
organized militia of the state of Deseret and later of Utah Territory. 


Walker Indian War 


In the 1849 conflicts with Native Americans in Utah County, such as the 
attack at Battle Creek, Utah and Battle at Fort Utah, foreshadowed the 

1858-1854 Walker War between the Nauvoo Legion and Indians led by 
Chief Walkara ("Walker"). Twenty Mormon militiamen and many Native 

Americans died in the Walker War. 


Utah's Native Peoples and the Latter-day Saint Pioneers 


As Church President, territorial governor, and territorial superintendent 
of Indian affairs, Brigham Young pursued a peace policy to facilitate 
Mormon settlement in areas where Indians lived. Latter-day Saints 
learned Indian languages, established trade relations, preached the 
gospel, and generally sought accommodation with Indians. Peaceful 
accommodation between Indians and Latter-day Saints was both the 
norm and the ideal. But, despite Brigham Young's constant effort to 
broker lasting agreements, his peace policy emerged unevenly and was 
inconsistently applied. These two cultures—European and American 
Indian—had vastly different assumptions about the use of land and 
property and did not understand each other well. These 
misunderstandings led to friction and sometimes violence between the 
peoples.10 


The two largest clashes between Latter-day Saints in Utah and local 
Indian groups later came to be known as the Walker War (1853-54) and 
the Black Hawk War (1865-72). They began as skirmishes between 
Mormon militias and principally Ute Indians that escalated into larger- 
scale conflicts. Violence between Mormons and Indians abated as 
disease and starvation severely reduced Indigenous populations living in 
the Intermountain West and United States federal action confined many 
Indians to reservations.

Another Man Shot. 


About 10:30 p.m. last Thursday night 
the night watchman, W. Henry Clark, 
was shot in the breast by Daniel Wood, 
a well-known dealer in wines snd 
liquors, of this city. 

The particulars are these: Mr. J. 8. 
Lewis, the jeweller, occupies premises 
adjacent to D. Wood's store, being sepa- 
rated by a stair case leading to rooms 
above; those on the south side being 
used as bed-rooms by a part of Mr. 
Lewis' family, and, until recently, one 
on the north side by D. Wood. The 
latter’s furniture and effects were, how- 
ever, purchased by Mr. Lewis, and 
Wood's occupation of the premises 
ceased. Last evening Mr. Wood made a 
request of Mrs. Lewis for the privilege 
of sleeping in her kitchen, which she 
peremptorily refused, when he declared 
that he would **shoot." 
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Immediately after this, Wood went to 
Mr. Boessel's and asked for the loan of 
a pistol, which Mr. Boessel had lent to 
him on several occasions, as he wanted 
it for protection in his store. Mr. Boes- 
sel declined lending the pistol any more 
and Wood subsequently purchased the 
weapon, a second-hand revolver, loaded, 
for $9. Wood then wished to purchase 
a deuble-barreled shot-gun, ostensibly to 
keep in his room at the back of his 
store, and bought one from Mr. Boessel 
for $16, after enquiring whether it 
would burst, and receiving the assurance 
that the barrels had been tested. He 
requested Mr. Boessel to load it, and he 
did so, putting seven buck-shot into each 
barrel. 

About 10 o'clock Mr. Lewis returned 
home from his lodge-room, and after re- 
tiring te bed, was entreated by his wife 
to see if there was not somebody up 
stairs. He paid no attention to this at 
first, but Mrs. Lewis insisted tbat she 
heard some one open the front staircase 
door, and make a noise in the upper part 
of the building, and she believed it was 
Mr. Wood. 
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Mr. Lewis then started to 
go up stairs, but on second thought went 
after à policeman te assis: him. 

The night watehwman, Mr. Clark, was 
found at Cook's saloon, and accompanied 
Mr. Lewis to the stairway, and was 
about passing up, when a voice from 
above cried ‘halt!’ and immediately a 
gun was fired, at least three shots en- 
tering Mr. Clark's breast. They both 
retired, Mr. Lewis shouting **murder *" 
when Mr. Child, the policeman, came on 
the seene and Clark returned with him 
to help make the arrest. Others gather- 
er by this time and Wood, who was 
found on the stairway with the gun 
cocked, ready to discharge the other 
barrel, was commanded tosurrender. He 
replied, ‘‘you want to kill me." Upon 
receiving the assurance that if he gave 
himself up he would be protected, he 
came down stairs; Clark seized the gun 
and tbrew itinto the road, and Wood 
was taken to the lock-up. 
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Mr. Clark, who now began to yield to 
the effects of his wounds, was conveyed 
home, and Dr. T. E. Brown sent for, 
who succeeded in extracting one shot 
and finding another lodged in the breast, 
and probed for the third, which he was 
unable to extract, as the patient was 
growing weak, but he penetrated the 
wound to the depth of nearly two inches. 
This wound is the most dangerous of the 
three; it is not considered mortal, but a 
little time must elapse before any relia- 
ble decision can be pronounced. 

Mr. Clark’s bravery, and determina- 
tion in persisting to help make the ar- 
rest, cannot be too highly commended. 
No retlections can be cast upon Mr. 
Doessel, who merely supplied a customer 
with goods he had for sale. 
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It is well known that Mr. Wood has 
suffered several times from the baneful 
effects of over-indulgence in intoxicat- 
ing drinks, butit appears that he had 
ceased drinking for several days, aad it 
is possible that the sudden cessation 
from the habit had the effect of unset- 
tling his mental balance. Itis a lament- 
able affair, and will be duly investigated 
when the condition of the wounded man 
is better understood.

The Shooting Case. 


At2 p.m. yesterday afternoon, the 
case of the People vs. Daniel Wood, was 
resumed in Justice Middleton's Court. 

Mr. N. Tanuer, Jr., for the defense, 
admitted tire shooting alleged, but denied 
the responsibility of the defendant. He 
had been in the habit of drinking heavi- 
ly, and suffered from delirium tremens. 
It would be shown that a few days pre- 
vious to the shooting, Mr. Wood had 
made up his mind to abstain totally frem 
intoxicating drink, and had commenced 
to carry his resolution into effect. The 
sudden breaking off of a stromg habit 
had produced derangement of his mind. 
He had become impressed with the idea 
that he had offended some person, and 
that there were parties who intended to 
take his life. 
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Under this impression he 
had leftthe town and hid away in the 
cold, out in the hills, only the night be- 
fore. It was under this impression also 
that he purchased the gun, for the pur- 
pose of self-defense. He imagined, after 
studying the matter over in his store, 
thatif he placed himself at the head of 
the stairs it would be the best position 
to take to defend himself. When Mr. 
Wood found whom he had shot, he show- 
ed his sorrow for the act. Mr. Tanner 
then called upon 


G. W. Lashus, Foreman of the locomo- 
tive shop at the depot, who deposed that 
he was near Wood's store on Main 
street on the 29th ult., about 6 p m., or 
a little after, und saw him make a rush 
from the back to the front part of the 
store, and then rush back ngain. He 
seemed to be in fear of something, and 
acted as if he were not in his right 
mind. Had never seen him act in this 
way before. He acted as though he 
wanted to jump to the ceiling. 
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Mrs. Elizabeth Sprunt said Mr. Wood 
had stayed at her house, being brought 
there by her husband, for a few nights. 
On Tuesday, 27th ult., heard him say 
that if the Lord would help him he 
would never take any more liquor, if he 
got over this. He referred tothe effects 
of drinking. He was troubled because 
he thought everybody looked down upon 
him. He was at her house on Wednes- 
day, the 28th ult. He went out and was 
gone some time. When he came back 
sheasked him where he had been, and 
he said he had been borrowing a pistol, 
because somebody was after him. He 
laid it down, but looked at it several 
times, He went to bed, but got up 
again. lle got up again after James 
came home, and went out through the 
snow. Me did not return till next day; 
did not say where he had been. He 
looked blue; did not eat unything, but 
drank some tea. 


John Smith, of Hooper. Had known 
the defendant nearly three years, Had 
slept with him seven or eight nights in 
succession. The last night he slept on 
the floor und Wood took the bed, Weod 
would peer under the bed, and acted so 
strangely that he would not sleep with 
him any more. Hesaid there was some- 
body there who wanted to kill them. He 
looked about in this way several times. 

JamesSprunt testified that en Wedne. - 
day night, 28th of January, he went to 
Wood’s store and got his horse to go toa 
dance. When he returned, Wood was in 
his bed. Helet witness in, and com- 
plained that he could not sleep, his 
head was so bad. They both retired. 
In about five minutes Wood started up, 
crying “Oh, God, my head; it will burst. 
It’s that whiskey. I hope to God the 
next glass I drink will kill me.” Wood 
got up and dressed himself and went out 
and did not return that night. 


W. R. Revnolds, miller at Peery’s 
mill Went to the mill about 6 o'clock 
on Thursday morning, met Wood near 
Mr. Fife's residence, coming from the 
north. Spoke to him; Wood did not 
recognize witner- «t first. Did not nə- 
tice anything unusual in Wood’s ap- 
pearanoe. 

James Horroeks said that on Thursday 
Jan. 29th, he was passing along Main 
Street and saw Mr. Wood leaning agaiust 
his door-post.  Noticed something un- 
usual in his countenance. Sail, ‘Daniel, 
what makes you look so wild; you look 
like a crazy man?" Witness had no- 
ticed the same wild look the evening 
previous. Witness remarked, ‘Daniel 
has got one of his crazy spells.” Had 
known him for several years, and no- 
ticed when he was on a drunken spell 
ihat his eyes projected and he hada 
wild look. 

Robert Wilson corroborated the testi- 
mony of the previous witmess. Had seen 
Wood under various circumstances. 
When he was sooer he was a good citi- 
zen. 
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Dr. T. E Brown testified for the de- 
fence. Was a physician and surgeon. 
Graduated at Richmond, Va. Had a di- 
plema. Was acquainted with the de. 
fendant. Had treated him, profession- 
ally, several times. He was in each case 
suffering from delirium tremens—aoccte 
poisoning by alcohol. The last time he 
treated him was about the 22d of Janua- 
ry last. He found Wood, when he arose 
in the morning, in his office, looking 
very wild and vacant;complainel of want 

of sleep, and pain in the head; asked for 
some of the same medicine as he had 
taken before. Went with Wood to his 
room. Defendant wanted him to take 
his money, which he declined, but gave 
him hydrate of chloral, and locked him 
in his room ag he was afraid some one 
was going to hurt him. The doctor then 
explained that delirium tremens acted up- 
on the liver and the vrain and upon the 
raind through producing fear, etc. On 
one occasion Wood grabbed witness by 
the collar, said he had been poisoned 
with arsenic; his eyes were glazing, and 
he wanted to make his will. Witness 
could not persuade hit to the contrary, 
but gave him some chloral and put him 
to sleep, which cured him for the time. 
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Wood had, to the doctor’s knowledge, 
been under the influence of delirium tre- 
mens at leust four times. The hallucin- 
ations were generally greater in the 
night, but existed also in the day time. 
Witness had examined the defendant two 
duys after the shooting, and also prior 
to it, and regarded the defendant as being 
under the intluence of delirium prior to 
the shooting, on the 22d últ., and still 
under its effects, though recovering, af- 
ter the shooting. Defendant had also 
been constipated for some time. 


James Surles, barber, saw Mr. Wood 
on Tuesday morning, 27th ult.; came to 
get a shave. Seemed very nervous and 
excited; just as he was finishing shaving 
him, Wood jumped up and said *G— 
d— it there they ure!" pointing to tbe 
corner of the room. Witness persuaded 
him to sit down, but Wood swore ‘they 
were after him." No one was in the 
store but witness and Wood, He saw 
that Wood was under the influence of 
delirium tremens. 
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Dr. C. S. Nellis, surgeon and physi- 
cian, graduated at Cleveland, Ohio. Had 
a diploma. Had treated persons fur de- 
lirium tremens. The disease was caused 
by alcohol; affected the nervous system. 
Patients imagined all kinds of things. 
Sudden abstinence from the habit of 
drinking would produce this disease. 
Had never treated defendant. 

Considerable disc ssion here took 
place between opposing counsel in re- 
gard to questions put by Mr. Tanner. 
Fnally the doctor gave his opinion in 
answer to a question, that having heard 
the testimony of Dr. Drown, he should 
judge that the mind of the defendant 
was unsound at the time of the offense 
alleged against him. 

Dr. Nellis also explained the treat. 
ment for delirium tremens, the object being 
to allay excitement, promote sleep and 
restore the nervous powers of the pa- 
tient, 


J. P, Williams, miller, knew the de- 
fendant. Saw him opposite witness’ 
house, near Farr's mills, about hslf past 
six o'clock on the morning previous to 
the shooting. He was going south. 
Spoke to him and he replied. Saw noth- 
ing unusual in his appearance. 

W. H. Moulding, butcber.—Saw the 
defendant on the morning before the 
affray. Ile asked witness what folks 
were saying about him, and looked va- 
cant. Witness thought from his appear- 
ance that Wood was suffering from the 
effects of delirium tremens. 

W. D. Sprunt—Related the circum- 
stances of taking charge of Mr. Wood’s 
store, on condition that Wood would quit 
drinking. Described the defendant’s 
excessive indulgence in liquor and its 
effects upon him. Was present when Dr. 
Woodworth gave Wood some pille for 
delirium tremens, saying the medicine 
would ‘‘clear them cut before morning.” 
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The beginning of last week went to the 
«Mushrat;' when he returned heard 
that Wood had left his house in the 
night, The day after the arrest asked 
Wood why he did so. Wood told him 
that he imagined Mrs. Sprunt and Jas. 
wanted to kill him, also that the Wilson 
boys were after him. He could not 
overcome tbe iden, and went to Beards- 
ley’s Hotel to get a bed, then changed 
his mind and walked away out abeve 
the woolen factory and lay down in the 
snow. Walked back early in the morn- 
ingand met a man, whem ^e at first 
took to be a boy, and subsequently met 
the miiler and others. 

Mr. Richards then arose and said, a 
great deal of discretion was vested in 
the prosecuting officer. It was not de- 
manded of him to press for a conviction, 
when the public good did not require it. 
But as the legal adviser of the Court it 
became his duty to show the require- 
ments of the law. 
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He then quoted from 
Bishop to show the duty of prosecuting 
officers, and frem Bouvier to define in- 
sanity, and to explain that when a per- 
son was under the influence of delirium 
tremens he was not responsible for his 
acts, though he was legally responsible 
for acts committed while intoxicated. 
He was satisfied from the evidence pro- 
duced, that the defendant had been and 
was suffering from this disease, and 
therefore would move for his discharge. 
If the prisoner were committed for trial 
he would doubtless be released under 
bonds, and would then be in a position 
to go round at largeand murder some- 
body. It was evident he was not re- 
aponsibie for bis acts, and should be put 


under proper restraint. It was for this 
reason, therefore, that he asked the dis- 
charge of the defendant, that he might 
be taken charge of by the proper au— 
thorities as an insane person and be 
prevented from doing further miscbief.

Mr. Tanner made some remarks, hon- 
oring the judgment of the prosecuting 
attarney, and cited Wharton sustaining 
the same position. 

The Court said the defendant was 
charged with an assault with intent to 
commit murder. No intent or malice of 
the prisoner bad appeared in the evi- 
dence. But it had been clearly shown 
that he was under the effects of delirium 
tremens, and was not responsible for his 
acts.

In 1982, the Capitol Hill Historic District, made up of the 
Marmalade and Kimball neighborhoods, was listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places. The Salt Lake City Council designated the local historic 
district in 1984. The local historic district utilizes regulations to promote 
preservation and protect investments of property owners, by providing 
design review of new construction and alteration which helps ensure 
compatible redevelopment of properties in the district. Listing on the 
National Register entitles property owners to apply for state and federal tax 
credits as an incentive for preservation efforts.

A bit of history: In 1928 Salt Lake City became the first city to use trackless trolleys on 
major transit routes. 


Edward A. West, General Manager of the Utah Light & Traction Company, examined with 
much interest a Fageol Twin Coach 40-pasenger bus at the American Electric Railway 
Association convention in Cleveland in October, 1927. He had to decide whether to 
rebuild deteriorating track and streetcars or to replace them--but with what? 


The coach he was looking at had deep leather seats, pneumatic tires, an attractive and 
modern body design, and gas-electric propulsion. In this type of system, a gasoline 
engine drove a generator which provided power to electric motors driving the wheels. It 
was said to give smoother acceleration and less driver fatigue, although it was heavier 
than a conventional transmission and used more fuel.

Starting in 1925, a Mission Home in Salt Lake City provided a central 
location where missionaries could gather and receive instruction. Generally, 
a missionary would stay for several days, be set apart as a missionary by a 
General Authority, and participate in temple ordinances before leaving for 
his or her assigned region of service. 


Historically, missionaries went directly to foreign-language areas with no 
language preparation. From the early 1950s, BYU president Ernest Wilkinson 
lobbied for a center that combined language training with the services of the 
Mission Home. In 1961, the Church began a pilot program for 24 Spanish- 
language-speaking missionaries in Provo. In 1963, the program was 
standardized, and the administration dedicated facilities of the new 
Language Training Mission, or LTM. Missionaries were able to use the BYU 
facilities and even attended sporting events.

Catherine was 1/2 English and 1/2 Scottish. 





Catherine's father, Cornelius McReavy, was E i Y = 
born in Ballangee Parish, Dumfries, Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland. Her 
mother, Margaret Roberts, was born in Carlisle, Cumberlandshire, 
England. 


In the 1861 English Census, Catherine (age 21), was living in 
Caldewgate, Cumberland, with the Gibson family. 


Catherine was to marry John Frazier, and with him, have three girls. The 
first being Margaret, born 1864. Secondly, Isabell, who was born in 
1867, and lastly, Sarah, who was born in 1869. 


After the death of John Frazier, Catherine married Daniel Wood. They 
were married in 1875, in Salt Lake City, Utah. Their one and only 
offspring, was Winfield Scott Wood, who was born in 1876. 


Daniel Wood died in 1895, and Catherine died in 1911. 
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Catherine McReavy 


Migrates to America 





Catherine migrated to America, in 1862. Her brother, Cornelius 
McReavy, came to America in 1865. 


Cornelius went down to Washington County to work in the Cotton 
Mission as a wool dyer. 
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Autobiographical sketch from James Jensen . 


From there [New York City] we took the railroad to St. Louis, where we 
took a boat up the Mississippi to Florence, Nebraska. On the railroad trip 
it was necessary to stop many times, because of the Civil War. They 
were afraid to run the train because the track might be torn up. We 
stayed at Florence about three weeks, during which time we got our 
supplies. 


We left, after extensive preparation, in the first independent company 
that ever crossed from Florence to Salt Lake City. Our expenses were all 
paid before we left Denmark. 


Our outfit consisted of a new shutter wagon, two yoke of oxen, and two 
cows. Besides this, we had a small stove, a sack of sugar, flour, and 
other eatables. We left Florence in the first part of August 1862. We 
arrived in Salt Lake Valley in the latter part of September. On the long 
trek, we saw many buffalo and Indians, but had no trouble with them."

The party continued on by train to Omaha, Nebraska and waited there 
two weeks for the ox teams in order to start the long journey to Utah. 
The company was named "Dan Jones" after its captain. The wagon 
assigned to father carried two families and included fice [five] adults and 
nine children. Father had to walk all the way to lead a cow which he had 
purchased in order that the children might have milk. 


It was during a raging storm the night of August 3, 1862 along the Platte 
River in Nebraska, that | was born. Mother was in the wagon and the 
children were in a tent which kept blowing down with the storm. It Is 
impossible to enumerate the many hardships they endured while 
crossing the plains. 


Late in October 1862, we arrived in Salt Lake City and unloaded in 
"Public Square."

"Sister Marian Jenkins writes from Great Salt Lake City to her friends in 
Cardiff, South Wales:—"! am thankful that | am here and am enjoying good 
health, notwithstanding the journey has been long and tedious; still, it was 
rendered pleasant by the company of the vast number of my brethren and 
sisters, from various parts of the earth, who were journeying with the same 
great object in view which prompted me to gather with the Saints. Guided and 
directed by the Spirit and influence of the Almighty, we felt well while 
traversing the mighty deep and passing through the once glorious but now 
unhappily divided States of America, where contentions, strifes, war and 
bloodshed, are witnessed on every hand.

Limitless plains stretching 
away to the verge of the horizon, on which can be gathered fruits of various 
kinds. Herds of antelope, elk, deer and buffalo may be seen trotting over 
their green beds of the richest grass. After this comes a more mountainous 
country; high hills and deep valleys, and ravines seemingly impassable; lofty 
mountains lift their gigantic peaks towards heaven, which are covered with 
eternal snow, from which flow down streams of the most delicious water to 
refresh the weary traveler.

number of my old friends and acquaintances greeted me with much 
kindness." 


While in Salt Lake City, Catherine McReavy was first married to John Frazier 
in 1865. Some records indicate Catherine had, or became a step mother, to 
four children. l'm guessing when John, her husband, dies at some point, 
because Catherine marries Daniel Wood in 1875. 


Together, Daniel and Catherine had one child, Winfield Scott Wood, who was 
born in 1876, Salt Lake City, Utah. Salt Lake City, at this time was still very 
undeveloped. The Salt Lake Temple wouldn't be completed for another 21 
years.

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History of Cornelius McReavy (1845 - 1911) 
Brother to Catherine McReavy 


Retold by Edna Garner McReavy 


Cornelius McCreavy was born 26 
November 1845 on Coldcoats Street, 
in Holy Trinity Parish, Carlisle, 
Cumberland, England. 


Like our Greenhalgh Family, the 

McReavy's worked in the “Cotton 
Mission", in Washington, Utah (just a 
few miles from St. George)... also known as "Dixie". The Cotton Mission, 
was movement to make Zion more independent and self-sustaining. 





Our Great Great Grandmother, Catherine McReavy, older sister to 
Cornelius McReavy, who married Winfield Scott Wood, was born on the 
6th of October, 1836, in Carlisle, Cumberland, England. However, her 
father and grandfather were both born in Scotland. This will show why 
Cornelius had such a fascination with Scotland and their heroes. 


On January 13, 1873 the dyer at the Washington Cotton Factory quit. 
secretary Whitehead reported this emergency to company president, 
Erastus Snow. Whitehead suggested that they advertise in the 
Philadelphia newspaper for another dyer. On March 28, 1873 he wrote to 
Lorenzo W. Roundy that “the Factory is doing well with one 
exception...we have no dyer and it bothers us considerably." On April 
23, 1873 he wrote as instructed by the board of directors, to Birch, who 
was in the East, “to use your influence in encouraging such hands as 
you know we need to emigrate...specifically the Factory needs a dyer, 
more weavers and a good finisher.” 
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It appears from correspondence dated April 21, 1874 that a professional 
dyer had at last been found. When the dyer arrived in Washington is not 
clear, but a letter indicates that he arrived as a rather unhappy and 
disillusioned man. He was a Scotchman named Cornelius McCreavy. 
Along with his wife Mary, who was a weaver, McCreavy had received his 
training in Scotland. He proved to be a competent technician. 


It seems that in order to persuade McCreavy to come to Washington, 
Erastus Snow had promised him "cash and cash supplies"-a drastic 
overstatement, as it turned out-for his pay. The following excerpt from 
Whitehead's letter tells the story 


“Brother McCreavy feels rather bad as he is owing a hundred dollars in 
the East and does not know how to get it. He says you promised him 
cash and cash supplies for his payment, or he would not have contracted 
the debt. He says he must have it, if he has to leave and go somewhere 
else to earn it. | named this in my report to the Board, but there was so 
many questions brought up that it was overlooked, and | told Bro. 
McCreavy our circumstances, and told him | would get him twenty dollars 
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and probably after a while we could raise the balance and he could pay 
his debt. He is careful and has not received one dollar in cash since he 
arrived." 


Follow is the copy of the Memorandum of Agreement between Cornelius 
McCreavy and Erastus Snow: 


Memorandum of Agreement 
Providence, Rhode Island, August 18, 1873 


It is agreed between Cornelius McCreavy, a native of Scotland, in his 
own behalf and Erastus snow of St. George, Utah, on behalf of the Hio 
Virgin Manufacturing Company, first that said Cornelius McCreavy is an 
experienced first class dyer of both wool and cotton and mixed goods 
and capable of taking charge of the said company's Dye House and 
dyeing either the staple, yarn, or cloth, whether cotton, wool, or mixed, 
in a good workmanlike manner, and he agrees to go to Washington, Utah 
and work for said Zion's Cooperative Rio Manufacturing Company at 
their Dye House for one year, If said company require it, at the rate of 
three dollars and twenty-five cents a day, payable in cash and supplies 
at cash rates, from and after his arrival at Washington or commencing 
work. 


Provided that from any cause the company's works stop his wages shall 
cease during such stoppage, and he further agrees to instruct an 
assistant in the arts of Dyeing if the Company desire it. 


It is agreed that Erastus Snow on behalf of Zion’s Cooperative Rio Virgin 
Manufacturing Company shall pay the passage for said C. McCreavy and 
his wife from New York to Salt Lake City and forward them thence to 
Washington, the amount paid by said Company (or said E. Snow in their 
behalf) for passage and expenses to Washington shall be retained by 
said Company out of the wages paid McCreavy (provided at least two 
dollars a day shall be paid on wages, to subsist them) until the Company 
is reimbursed for their passage and expenses. And it is further agreed 
that if from any cause said C. McCreavy shall fail to work for said 
Company until such passage money and expenses are thus repaid, it 
shall remain a debt against him and any balance shall be paid to said 
Company with lawful interest 
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(signed)

Whether he got the hundred or not, Cornelius remained in Washington 
for many years as a dyer at the Factory and when the institution closed 
it's doors, he stayed on in the town until he was an old man. A.R. 
Whitehead built an addition on his own home near the Factory for the 
use of McCreavy's family, which lived in it for a considerable time* 


*Copied from the book "I WAS CALLED TO DIXIE" by Andrew Karl 
Larson. Mr. Larson's note- As a teenage boy | knew Cornelius McCreavy 
quite well. He was an avid reader of Scotch history and loved nothing 
better than to gather a crowd of boys around him on his street corner ( 
he lived directly west across the street from the school house) and tell 
us the exploits of William Wallace and Robert Bruce in Scotland's fight 
to throw off English rule. 


**One of the most trying times ever experienced by members of the 
Church came during the late 1880's and the year 1890. During that 
period the United States Government undertook an intensive campaign 
to convict and punish violators of the Edmunds-Tucker Act- that is the 
practice of plural marriage. Quite a number of the brethren at 
Washington were caught and found guilty of unlawful cohabitation in the 
Second District Court sitting at Beaver, Utah. Among these were 
Cornelius McCreavy. The punishment meted out to these men was 
uniform-six months imprisonment in the Territorial Penitentiary and a 
$300 fine. Both fine and imprisonment were particularly hard on these 
men coming when the economic resources of the community were at 
very low ebb. 
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Still looking for the exact picture with Corneilus McReavy & Eurastus Snow 


(As a side note: Over 1,300 Latter-day Saints were jailed as a result of 
the Edmunds Act.) 

Cornelius served as counselor to Bishop Andrew Sproul Sr. from Sept 
1896 to 1903 in the Washington Ward. He was at one time mayor of 
Washington before 1909, the records have been destroyed or lost. He 


was Supervisor of Roads Report- (poll tax) paid the cash of $3.00 
instead of labor, 1885. He was on the board of Marcus Funk (bishop) as 


a director of the Mercantile and Manufacturing Association, he is named 
as a bandsman, 3 Oct 1879. 


**The above information taken from the book "THE RED HILLS OF 
NOVEMBER" written by Andrew Karl Larson of St. George, Utah. 
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Cornelius was a short chunky man with a ruddy complexion. He spoke 
with a Scottish burr, and hm hm-clearing his throat often as he talked. 
When he prayed in Church he got on his knees, with his arms 

outstretched in the air, the fingers extended. As he prayed his fingers 
moved apart and together, the kids would watch his fingers and laugh. 


He had dark hair and a large mustache. In later years his hair was white 
and he wore a full heard and mustache. He owned one half block of 

property where his house stood. The jailhouse stood on his property He 
arrived in Washington Oct 1873. He always wore black broad cloth suits. 


After the factory closed, Cornelius grew grapes and made wine. The 
Church used the unfermented wine in sacrament services- the excess 
wine he let ferment and sold to the gentiles (and some members). He 
was in the bishopric. The church leaders told him to quit selling the 
wine- he didn't and was dropped from the bishopric. He was fined 
several times for selling wine. The people had no hard feelings toward 
him as the economic times were so hard and it was his way of making a 
living. 

In 1913 Cornelius and family moved to Provo, Utah to live with his son 
Joseph. Joseph was married in 1922 and later moved to Salt Lake City. 
Cornelius and first wife Mary-his second wife Carline died 23 Dec 1913 
lived with Joseph and Jennie in Salt Lake City until a year or so before 
his death. For that year or so he was in the Old Folks Home in Salt Lake 
City. He and his first wife were married in England. He and Carline were 
married in St. George. 


Cornelius McCreavy died 26 January 1929 in Salt Lake City of labor 
pneumonia and cardiac failure at age 83. He is buried in Provo. 


There is a 5x7 picture of Cornelius and several other men including 
Erastus Snow in their striped Federal Prison suits. A copy of it hangs in 
the main hall leading to the dining room in the St. George Hilton Hotel. 


Author Karl Larson had written and published two books, “I WAS 
CALLED to DIXIE” and “THE RED HILLS of NOVEMBER”. He had 
decided to write the history of the area many years ago while working on 
his thesis study. 
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From the book “The Red Hills of November” p229, at one time C. 
McReavy served as a counselor to Bishop Andrew Sproul Sr. from Sept. 
1896 to 1903 when he was released. On p246 Cornelius was one of the 
brethren caught and found guilty of unlawful cohabitation in the Second 
District Court sitting at Beaver, Utah. The punishment meted out to 
these men was uniform-six months imprisonment in the Territorial 
Penitentiary and $300 fine. Both fines and imprisonment were severe. 
Cornelius had two wives 


He was at one time mayor of Washington, the dates were destroyed ina 
fire. 


At this time wine was still used in the sacrament and grapes grew well in 
“Dixie”. It seems some of the wine makers were letting the wine ferment, 
so it was discontinued for sacrament. Cornelius grew grapes and made 
wine. It must have been pretty good brew. Seems he had been selling 
wine without a license or for some violation of the law concerning the 
sale of wine. 
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This little verse was written about Cornelius and old lady Larson. 


If you want a drink of wine 

You mustn't go to Mac 

Nor to Old Lady Larson, for they'll 

Say to you, “Go back!” Forty dollars it too 

Much to pay for every little fine 

For selling boys on wedding days, a little keg of wine! 


Cornelius lived to be 84 years old. He and his wife, Mary, lived in Salt 
Lake City with a son Joseph and daughter-in-law, Jennie the last several 
years of his life. He had to be put in a rest home. He died in Salt Lake 
City and was buried in Provo, Utah. 


Cornelius survived his sister, Catherine, by some 18 years. Catherine 
died in 1911, from cancer of the uterus. Cornelius verified her 
information on her death certificate.
